of the Irish problem. We welcome the 
statement as a notable sign of grace. 
Lord Wimborne has changed his mind 
thoroughly and suddenly, for it is well 
known that a definite geheme of Irish 
„settlement has much in his 
thoughts during the past few weeks. He 
made no secret of his desire to impose 
Home "Rule immediately on the whole 
country, in the hope that Nationalist Ire- 
land would reward the concessién by 
'accepting the duty of military service. 
We referred last week to the dangerous 
conflict of this unofficial policy with the 
official policy which the Chief Secretary 
had expounded in the House of Commons. 
We pointed out that the policy of coercing 
Ulster in war-time was a policy of lunacy 
or despair, and that Mr. Redmond could 
give no guarantee that the disaffected 
section of Irishmen would accept conscrip- 
tion on any terms. To-day Lord Wimborne 
admits tacitly the truth of our contention. 
He has put compulsion behind his back, 
and talks eloquently and wisely of the 
need and virtue of agreement among Irish- 
men. The processes of a man’s conversion, 
whether spiritual er political, are his own 
affair. In this case the result is 
Quite enough for us. We do not 
think tht Irish Viceroys were in- 
tended to interfere in politics at all, but, 
if they must interfere and if the Cabinet 
allows them to interfere, it is at least 
desirable that their policies and pro- 
grammes should be those of the King’s 
Government in Ireland. The unofficial 
policy of which we wrote a week ago dis- 
appeared last night at the Dublin Mansion 
House, and the Cabinet’s Irish policy, as 
explained by Mr. Duke, now holds the 
field. Mr. Duke said that an Irish 
settlement cam be reached only by 
agreement among Irishmen, and Lord 
Wimborne is now wholly of Mr. 
Dukes opinion. The matter of the 
greater part of his speech is ad- 
mirable. He points out that Ireland is 
not doing her duty in the war, and that 
nothing short of her marimum effort will 
suffice.~ He appeals for a settlement by 
agreement that will ensure the immediate 
flinging of Ireland's full strength into tho 
war. 

We endorse heartily the joint appeal 
of Lord Wimborne and Mr. Duke for 
agreement. if a conference of represen- 
tative Irishmen’ could settle the Trish 
question to-morrow on Lord Wimborne’s 
terms—namely, equal sacrifice, equal poli- 
tical power, and a common obligation—we 
should thank God with a full heart. It is 
because Lord Wimborne’s sentiments are so 
good that we so, much regret the curious 
obliquity of his views on the responsi- 
bility for Ireland's failure to do her duty. 
His “saturation” with knowledge of Irish 
affairs may be chemically complete, but 
it has not enabled him to do justice to 
Irish Unionists. Nothing could be more 
fallacious than Lord Wimborne's asser- 
tion that Unionists, like Nationalists, put 
Irish politics before their duty in the war. 
On the one hand, he says, the Nation- 
alist claim is: “Put Home Rale in opera- 
tion, and then we shall take our full part 
in the war.” That statement is, of course, 
undeniable. On the other hand, says Lord 
Wimborne, the Irish Unionist claim is: 
“Observe the party truce, respect the Act 
of Union, and let ud all put our full 
energies into the war.” That is a most 
misleading representation of the atti- 
tude of Irish Unionists. They do not 
make the Act of Union a condition of 
their loyalty in the same sense in which 
the Nationalists make Home Rule a con- 
dition of loyalty. Since the beginning of 
the war they have not sought to impose 
a solitary condition of any sort on the 
Government. They ‘have accepted cheer- 
fully every obligation of sacrifice. Their 
sole object is the winning of the war, They 
regarded the now abandoned policy of 
coercing Ulster as a policy of criminal 
folly, because it must have diverted their 
energies from the war. What have they 
been asked to do that they have not done? 
What further call can be made upon their 
efforts in the war that they are not ready 
to answer? When Lord Wimborno says 
that these men are victims of the vice 
of inversion” and are putting politics 
before duty, he says a thing which can 
only be explained by his ignorance of 
Irish Unionists or by his anxiety to gratify 
Nationalists. 

Lord Wimborne makes the full ex- 
plosion of Ireland's energy in the war de- 
pendent on a settlement of the political 
question, We repeat that we should 
welcome such a settlement, but we 
deny that any [Irishman is absolved 
from his duty by the absencé of it. 
Lord Wimborne’s speech would have

Irish Railways. 


The hard case of the Irish railwaymen 
must command a good deal of public 
sympathy. In normal times their wages 
are low enough, but the. pay of rail- 
waymen at small country stations 
and it is this that is quoted by the Labour 
men as a rule—must be compared, not 
with the English scale, but with the 
average earnings of rural labourers in Ire- 
land. Still, there was a case for improve- 
ment even before the war. The position 
of the majority of Irish railwaymen now 
is much worse. On the one hand, although 
a small bonus has been granted to a large 
number, they have been hit hard by the 
great increase in the cost of living. On 
the other hand, they see other men of 
their own class in other occupations com- 
manding much betier rates of pay on 
account of the demand for labour; and, 
in their own occupation, they hear of the 


‘substantial advances obtained by English 


railwaymen. At some places in Ire 
land they work side by side with servants 


of English railway companies who enjoy 


the benefit of those advances. The Eng- 
lish companies, of course, are in a special 
position. The Government took control 
of them at the outbreak of war, and under- 
took to make up their net receipts to the 
1913 level. In effect, then, the increase 
of the railwaymen’s wages is paid by the 
Gevernment, and the shareholders are at 
no loss on that account. If the Irish 
railway companies were to raise the wages 
of their servants in the same proportion— 
not to say by the same amounts—they 
would put their shareholders in a quite 
impossible position. War conditions have 
already done harm to these companies. 
For 1915 the net receipts of the sixteen 
principal companies amounted together to 
£1,791,556. For 1914 they were less by 
£45,759, and for 1915 they were £1;739,371, 
a decrease of £52,165, or 2.91 per cent., in 
comparison with 1913. If the two mpst 
prosperous railways were excepted from 
the comparison, the & fhculty of the others 
in regard to the increase of their wages 
bills would be evem more strikingly ap- 
parent. The railwaymen and their trade 
union officials are fully aware of the 
difficulty. They see that it is the Govern- 
ment, rather than the companies, which 
must be moved in the men’s interest. At 
their conference in Dublin yesterday they 
passed a resolution in which they said: 
“We contend that the only method of 
solving the present difficulty is for the 
railwaymen to be controlled by the 
Government, as is the case on the British 

ilways to-day.” In effect, they want the 
tate to provide an amount sufficient to 
pay an adequate bonus on the wages paid 
by the companies. We believe that the 
directors of the Irish railways would be 
glad if that were done. It would be still 
better for the companies if the Govern- 
ment should take them over on the same 
terms as those granted to the English com- 
panies; but, although there is some case 
for that, they probably do not hold much 
hope of it. Both the. companies and 
their servants, however, have a strong 
claim on the Government for the payment 
out of State funds of a bonus which will 
relieve the abnormal hardships of the 
Irish railwaymen.

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Mr. Balfour made one of his rare ap- 
pearances in the House of Commons this 
afternoon, and the fact was taken as a 
sign that he had something of importance 
to communicate. It came in answer to 
a question by Commander Bellairs. Sir 
John Jellicoe goes to the Admiralty as 
First Sea Lord, and Sir David Beatty is 
to be er-in-Chief of the Grand 
Fleet. This, at least, was the impression 
conveyed to the House, for Mr. four 
dropped his voice to so low a pitch when 
— out the appointment that very 
few people could hear him. The news, 
however, gave considerable satisfaction to 
the House, and inquiries were made as to 
further changes at the Admiralty. Mr. 
Balfour was understood to say that these 
would be announced in the usual way. 

Sir David Beatty is forty-five, just two 
years younger than Nelson was when he 
won the battle of Trafalgar. Sir John 
Jellicoe is fifty-seven. A newspaper gos- 
siper says that he was once a midshipman 
in Lord Fisher's flagship, but that is 
absurd. Lord Fisher did not hoist his 
flag till 1890, by which time Sir John 
Jellicoe had been a lieutenant for seven 
years. 

I should not be very much surprised to 
hear of other changes in the Government 
besides the appointment of a new Board 
of Admiralty. The Daily Chronicle, which 
has been a steady, though a discriminat- 
ing, supporter of the Coalition throughout 
its career, came out this morning with 
some very sharp criticisms of its dilatori- 
ness and want of will-power, and urged, 
among other things, that the War Council 
should be reduced to four-—-Mr. Asquith, 
Mr. Bonar Law, Mr. Balfour, and Mr. 
Lloyd George. I wonder if this is one of 
the cases to which the Westminster Gazette 
refers to-night, when it says that the ap- 
pearance of delay and indecision on the 

rt of the Government “leaves the public 

isturbed and uneasy, and enables enter- 
rising journalists who discover what is 
fikaly to happen to agitate violently for 
that particular thing.” 

Other important statements were made 
during the question hour in the House of 
Commons this afternoon. Mr. Chamber- 
lain took advantage of a question by Sir 
Edwin Cornwall to tell the House of a 
German mission to Afghanistan comprised 
of German officers and a bogus Rajah. 
The mission was not happy in impressing 
the Ameer, and was finally dismissed, and 
it might be supposed from the statement 
that most of its members fell into our 
hands or those of the Russians while 
travelling through Persia. Mr. Chamber- 
lain paid a high tribute to the Ameer for 
his loyalty to his engagement to remain 
neutral. 


Mr. Bonar Law was in charge this after- 
noon, and answered the questions ad- 
dressed to the Prime Minister, who was 
suffering from a cold. Mr. Law also used 
his mildest tones to answer, and it was not 
encouraging to hear him telling Sir Wil- 
ham Byles that the forthcoming platform 
campaign of Ministers was to impress 
upon the Fe the need to use all its 
resources for the successful prosecution 
of the war. Roars of laughter greeted the 
statement, and it was asked if this applied 
to the Government. Sir William Byles 
wanted to know oa the meetings 
would be open or ticket meetings, and 
whether questions would be allowed. This 
and other questions shouted at Mr. Bonar 
Law went unanswered. 

Mr. Dillon was informed that a full 
statement regarding the Christmas ad- 
journment would be made on Thursday 
in next week.

This drew from Mr. McKinnon 
Wood the statement that, if the Govern- 
ment had already entered into any obli- 
ations with respect to Dublin, they would

GENERAL BYRNE'S 
ADDRESS. 


The Constabulary medal was presented yester 

day by the Lord Lieutenant at the Vicerega) 
Lodge to several members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary for pre-eminent valour and 
bravery displayed in the performance of police 
duty. 

Previous to the presentation an inspection was 
made by Brigadier-General J. A. Byrne, 
Inspector-General, at the Depot. Phenix Park. 
There was a number of men on parade, 
including many of the recipients of medals and 
recruits, as well as the members of the band. 
The Inspector-General, who was accompanied by 
his private secretary, Mr. G. H. Mercer, D. I. 
was received with a general salute, and then 
went through the lines with Commandant | 
H. Pearson and Adjutant R. A. Madden. The 
companies on parade were under the command 
of jor R. Odlum, District Inspector F. 
Brown, and Head Constables Fogarty (Major), 
Manning, Young, and Mulligan. The com- 
anies, having been inspected, were drawn up in 
ollow formation, and addressed by ihe 
Inspector-General. 

General Byrne, in his address to the men, 
said—This is the first occasion on which it has 
been my duty to inspect officers and men on 
arade at this historic training place of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and my first insper- 
tion could not possibly have taken place in 
more atifying circumstances; for today | 
have fe honour of addressing men who have 
proved that the reputation of the Force | 
gallantry and devotion to duty is as well de- 
served at the present day as it was at any time 
during the long period which has elapsed since 
the Constabul of Ireland was formed from 
local bodies in the year 1836. I do not. propose 
to make any reference to the Force. in general 
this morning. It is ummecessary for me to do 
so. Its honourable record is a matter of his- 
tory.

“Royal Irish Constabulary for loyal and 
faithful service during many years. From that 
time onwards that A al and faithful service 
has continued, and, judging by the officers and 
men I have seen during my recent inspections, 
the traditions of our Forte are in safe hands. 
I should be wanting in my duty, however, if | 
did not parade as many men as ible th» 
morning, so that we may, on behalf of the 
whole Force, tell these gallant fellows how 
proud we are of them. This Constabulary 
medal, the most coveted honour which we can 
award, is only granted to an officer or man 
who, in the performance of police duty, dis- 
plays pre-eminent valour and bravery. It is, 
therefore, not lightly granted, and those who 
have gained it possess a decoration which is in- 
deed worth having. I am glad that the recruits 
now at the Depot have had the good fortune to 
be present on this parade. They must under- 
stand that at any time a policeman may be 
required, in the execution of his duty or in the 
cause of humanity, to perform acts of valour 
and bravery which may gain for him this great 
distinction. I trust and expect that if the op- 
ortunity comes it will not be thrown away. 

he Lord Lieutenant has kindly consented to 
present the medals at the Viceregal Lodge after 
this parade. He is also most generously pre- 
senting Mrs. Collins, the wife of Head Constable 
Collins, and her son; Mrs. Oliver, the wife of 
Sergeant Oliver, and Mrs Smyth, the wife of 
Constable Smyth, and her son, each with a 
memento of gallant deeds performed by them.
